He is a trustee of the university 
where wine has now brought unwelcome 
schism. Dr. Buckley went to the banquet. 
He says he saw some of those present drink- 
ing what he thought was wine, but on in- 
quiry of those around him he was informed 
it was mineral water. Later, he said, he 
investigated himself, and found many were 
drinking wine. In an editorial in the Chris- 
tian Advocate today signed with his own 
initials, Dr. Buckley said: 

That wine should be served at its ban- 
quets or drunk there is a gross impropriety, 
a disparagement to the university, a scandal 
to the denomination. The New York Alumni 
association is of great assistance to the in- 
stitution in many ways, and the faculty 
and the trustees are sensitive of it. 

But Wesleyan University could prosper 
better without an Alumni association than 
with one at whose banquets wine should be 
served. This proposition, we think, must 
be obvious to every one (whatever his per- 
sonal views of the use of wine) who con- 
siders the history of the unfversity; what 
it is, what it stands for, and whence it de-

for Changes

tricity, Mr. Gould's „ Roads 
representative said 


today that it was the 


intention of the company to work energet- 


ically along the lines indicated in Mayor 
Van Wyck's message. No contracts have 
yet been made by the Manhattan Elevated 
railway company or with either the General 
Electric company or the Westinghouse com- 
pany, both of which have been negotiating 
with the railway company within the last 
few months. 

General Manager W. J. Fransioli says that 
it will cost at least $7,000,000, and possibly 
$10,000,000 to make the change. Not only 
must new power-houses be built, where they 
will be convenient for receiving coal, but 
the 380 steam motors now in use and worth 
$1,650,000, will have to be sold for a song. 
Wheh the Chicago company displaced its 
steam motors by electric motors it found it- 
self with a lot of old locomotives on hand. 

Engineers of the company are now in con- 
sultation with electricians to determine 
what kind of motors shall be used. From 
the standpoint of time alone the use of elec- 
tricity will be a vast improvement. Ex- 
periments were recently made in the yards 
at Schnectady, and it was found that with- 
in twenty seconds an electric motor could at- 
tain twice the speed of a steam motor for 
the same horse power. 

William J. Clark, manager of the rail- 
way department of the General Electric 
company at 44 Broad street, said today: 

Nearly all the great trunk lines are now 
using electric lines as feeders to the main 
lines. I prophecy that within ten years the 
thing will be reversed. It will not be long 
before the limited passenger trains betwecn 
this eity and Chicago will be run by elec- 
tricity.’ 

The whole Manhattan.system will not be 
‘equipped with electricity at present. Only 
one line will have the new motive power 
tat first.

Mrs. Wollert of Algonquin a 
Self-Confessed Murderer. 

VICTIM A YOUNG GIRL. 


First Says a Tramp Shot 13- 
- Year-Old Louise. 


CITIZENS TALK OF LYNCHING 


If an unlucky tramp with a black mus- 
tache had been caught by the enraged farm- 
ers of McHenry County yesterday he would 
probably have been hanged for the murder 
of 13-year-old Louise Wollert of Algonquin. 
When the farmers learned that the girl's 
life had been taken by her stepmother—she 
starting the tramp story to hide her guilt, 
their vengeance turned in another direction. 

So threatening did the demonstbations 
against the woman become that Detective 
Lafe Benthusen did not think it safe to leave 
her over night in the little Algonquin lockup, 
and at 6 o'clock took her to Woodstock, 
where she was placed in the county jail. 

Algonquin is not a large town, and when at 
9 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. Wollert 
rushed frantically to the home of George 
Fox, -her nearest neighbor, and informed 
Mrs. Fox that a tramp had shot Louise, the 
news spread rapidly. In a few minutes 
scores of men, armed with revolvers and 
guns, started in pursuit of the tramp 
throughout the surrounding country. Sub- 
sequent developments proved, however, that 
Mrs. Wollert was herself the murderer. In 
fact, she admitted the crime in a partial con- 
fession made during the afternoon to Detec- 
tive Lafe Benthusen. 


Talk of Lynching the Woman. 


This information had a tendency to greatly 
increase the excitement as well as the anger 
of the people. Had they caught a tramp, un- 
doubtedly he would have been summarily 
dealt with. Much talk was indulged in about 
treating Mrs. Wollert in the same way. 
Several men were heard to express them- 
selves as willing to take part ina lynching, 
but Detective Benthusen kept the woman 
closely guarded until a Northwestern train 
came along at 6:18 p. m.,. when he got her 
on board and landed her safely ai Wood- 
stock. 

Louise's young life, cut short by her step- 
mother’s hands clasped around her throat 
and bullets from a revolver has had little 
sunshine in it since hcr mother died. Her 
father is a man who dces not belong to a tem- 
perance society, and the woman he took for 
his wife has failings both of temper and 
appetite. When the girl was not whipped 
by her father the woman saw that his over- 
sight was rectified. The man and woman 
did not get along well together and threes 
weeks ago she left him and brought sult for 
divorce. Last Friday he deeded his property 
to her and by this means induced her to re- 
turn to his home. When she came back

home with him, but wnipped her for running 
away. When the young life was choked 
and shot out he was at work on the river, 
cutting ice. Rushing in, he knelt by the 
body, embraced it, and in anguished tones 
cried: 

Poor girl, last night I gave you a whip- 
ping, and today a quarrel with your mother 
resulted in this.“ 

He turned to Mrs. Wollert and asked her 
where his revolver was. She replied: 

O., I threw it in the stove yesterday and 
burned it.“ 

When this story was first given out busi- 
ness-men closed their stores, lawyers and 
clerks left their offices, armed themselvés 
as best they could, and started for the coun- 
try. Some went on horseback, others in 
vehicles, and many on foot. A few, however, 
took the precaution to go first to the Wol- 
lert cottage. The first to arrive there found 
Mrs. Wollert out in the back yard shelling 
corn and feeding the chickens. She mani- 
fested less concern over the tragedy than 
any other person. Her account of how the 
mythical tramp had entered the house, 
asked for something to eat, and then chased 
the girl up and down stairs, shooting at her, 
was in reality the story of how she herself 
had killed the child. 


Mrs. Wollert’s Tramp Story. 

She said the tramp appeared at the door 
of their kitchen between 8 and 9.0 clock and 
asked Louise, who was rocking the baby, 
for something to eat. Louise replied that 
she would ask her mamma and started to 
arise from the chair. Just then the tramp 
pulled a revolver out of his pocket and fired 
at her. Then she ran up-stairs and the 
tramp followed her. 

She said that he shot once as they were on 
the stairways going up, once in the bedroom 
on the second. floor, and again on the stair- 
way as they were coming down. Mrs. Wol- 
lert said that she grabbed the baby out of 
the cradle, ran into a closet, and hid her- 
self there until the tramp left the house. 
She also said he took refuge for a short 
time in an outhouse, fearing he might be 
discovered by people in the neighborhood, 
but ran away as soon as he could. 

The heighbors did not put much faith in 
Mrs. Wollert's story and began an investi- 
gation. In the up-stairs bedroom they dis- 
covered the bedclothing in flames. They 
could not discover, however, whethep the 
fire had started from one of the shots or 
whether it was started by Mrs. Wollert to 
destroy the house and thus obliterate the 
too plain evidences of her own part in the 
tragedy. She refused to say how the bed- 
ding caught fire. Then they found a dress 
skirt belonging to the woman hidden away 
in the coalhouse, on which were fresh blood 
stains. Nearby, hanging on the ence, 
was a dress waist that matched the skirt. 
| The sleeves and wristlets of it were wet, 
showing they had just been washed, evi- 
dently for the purpose of removing the blood 
that was on them.

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MASSACRED BY 1 IED BY INDIANS. 


SEMINLOES MOMS A SE 
PLE AND BURN A TOWN. 


They Take to the Warpath to Revenge | 
the Recent Killing of Two Mem- 
bers of Their Tribe for the Killing 
ofa White Woman—News of the Ad- 
vance of the War Party Is Sent Out 
by Telegraph — Marshal Bennett 
Denies It. 


Muskogee; Ind. T., Jan. 11.—{Special.}— 
Reports received here today state that twen- 
ty-five white citizens of Pottawatomie Coun- 
ty, Ok. T., were massacred today by the Sem- 
inole Indians and the little Town of Maud 
burned to the ground. After completing 
their bloody work the Seminoles started for 
the Town of Earlsboro, ten miles away. 

The Indians were seeking to avenge the 
recent lynching of two Seminoles who had 
been accused of murdering Mrs. Frank 
Leard, wife of the postmaster at Maud. The 
massacre was worthy of pioneer days, when 
Indian outrages were of frequent o 
rence. 

The Seminoles implicated tn the massacre 
numbered 100 vily armed men. When 
they descended upon Maud Postoffice they 
seemed possessed of the same savage spirit 
which animated their ancestors during their 
struggle ‘with the whites in the fastnesses 
of Florida. They used their shotguns and 
rifles freely, firing upon the surprised whites, 
who stood helpless in the midst of their 
blazing homes. The scene was the most hor- 
rible ever witnessed In Oklahoma Terri- 
tory. When the warriors applied the torch 
to the houses the white inhabitants realised 
that they were to be the victims of a form 
of outrage which long ago passed into his- 


tory. 
Cause of the Outbreak. 

Lewis McGeesey and Hond Martin were 
the names of the Seminoles for whose death 
the community of Maud paid so dearly to- 
day. Last Thursday, while Mrs. Leard was 
alone on the family farm, five miles east of 
Maud, with her four small children, an in- 
dian presented himself and demanded water 
and then a saddle. He was refused both, and 
he dragged the woman into the yard. She 
attempted to run and the Indian crushed 
her head with the barrel of a Winchester 
belonging to Mr. Leard, who was away from | 
home. After a vain search for money the 
‘Indians fled. 

The children were unable to get the body of 
their mother into the house, The cold pre- 
vented them staying with it, and during the 
night the corpse was almost devoured by 
hogs. The alarm was given, and the white 
people of the neighborhood gathered. About 
twenty Indians were arrested. A party, or- 
ganized for the purpose, strung McGeesey 


and Martin up by the neck when they con- 
fessed to the crime and named four others | 


who were concerned. It seems that Me- 
Geesey was hired to do the murder in order 


to get rid of a clique of white settlers out or 5 


favor with the Indians.

Scenes in a Hot Session. 

These are the results of the bitter wordy 
war that filled the room in the Great North- 
ern Hotel full of bitter feeling, charges 
against police officers, and insinuations di- 
rected at the Civil Service commission.

IOWA LEGISLATURE ORGANIZED. 


Governor Drake Sends In a Message 
Which Is Twenty-four Feet 
Long. 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 11.—[Special.1— 
Speaker Funk announced the standing com- 
mittees of the House.this afternoon. 

The last message of Governor Drake was 
received by both Houses and ordered 
printed. It was the longest message 
ever presented by any Governor, and 
in printed form would fill a news- 
paper column twenty-four ‘feet long. 
It dealt with each of the State's institutions 
at length and urged the extinguishment of 
the State debt. 

In opening he called attention to the fact 
the expenses of the State had been $630,387 
above the receipts, due largely to excessive 
appropriations. He added that he was not 
of the opinion, however, that the appropria- 
tions had been unwarranted, owing to the 
needs of State institutions: 

Continuing the message said: 

The recent changes in the school laws, 
notably those providing for furnishing text 
books free and allowing boards in the rural 
districts to furnish transportation to pupils 
even beyond the lines of the districts, are 
both calculated, in my judgment, to enlarge 
the usefulness of the schools, The latter 
provision, when it shall be found; as I be- 
lieve it will be, cheaper pecuniarily ‘ana bet- 
ter otherwise to provide such transportation 
than to sustain weak district organizations, 
ought to have a tendency to diminish the 
number of such organizations,.a consumma- 
tion long felt to be desirable, The conside 
able extensiog’ of the powers of the. distrigt, 
meetings with the corresponding ati 1 
of those ot the School board ts ether good 
teathre of the new school laws. It seems in- 
deed that the entire school law may remain 
unchanged for years to come without detri- 
ment. 

The election laws of the State are, I be- 
lieve, giving good satisfaction except pos- 
sibly as to the amendment adopted last 
session, practically forbidding the use of 
both the circle and the square by the voter 
in indicating his preference. I believe that 
the former rule was preferable and would 
recommend its restoration, with provision 
for better enabling the elector to designate 
his choice when more than one person is to 
be elected to the same office, as in the case 
of Judges of the District Court or in that 
of justices of the peace.

I recommend that a tax of the char- 
acter of the mulct levy be laid on all drug 
stores where liquor is sold in quantities or 
otherwise than in pharmaceutical prcpara- 
tions. The amount of the tax it would be 
well, in my judgment, to fix at about half 
that exacted of the place where drinking is 
allowed on the premises.”

Senatorship Offered as Bait. 

Kurtz tonight has offered the short-term 
Senatorship to any Republican who will 
change his vote from Hanna to McKisson 
for the long term. The Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature were got together 
a caucus tonight, and Judge R. M. Ditty of 
the Democratic steering committee, as mes- 
senger for Kurtz, announced that two of 
Hanna’s men had promised to desert him 
and vote for McK isson. 

Kurtz's promises, however, are not be- 
lieved by the Democrats after the way he 
lost the Cincinnati fusionists this morning, 
and there is likely to be a greater scattering 
of their votes tomorrow than there was to- 
day. Kurtz's promise was held out to keep 
the Democrats together till 9 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, when they have called another 
caucus. 

Judge Ditty did not specify who the two 
deserters from Hanna are, and Kurtz re- 
fuses to say what Hanna men are consider- 
ing his gift of the short term Senatorship. 
Shepard of Preble County, a Hanna man, 
who is known to be on the fence, but who 
voted for Hanna today, is said to have been 
approached. 

Even if Kurtz gets one of Hanna's votes 
away there is almost no possibility of his get- 
ting the Democrats together on a candidate. 
They cannot be whipped into line and made 
to vote for anybody who will desert Hanna. 

Kurtz practically met defeat, while Mark 
A. Hanna diseovered an ace card in his hand 
this morning that had been overlooked. The 
Democrats went to pieces and either failed 
to show up or scattered their votes, and 
three silver Republicans who have been 
‘against Hanna all along came to his rescue. 

One hour before Mr. Hanna won his first 
victory his managers practically had thrown 
up their hands and were expecting defeat.

| DECISIVE BATTLE COMES TODAY 


Comments and Opinions Relative to the 
Possibilities and Probabilities 
of the Outcome. 


| [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
Columbus, O., Jan. 11.—The factional war- 
fare against Senator Hanna is not over. It 
will have at least one more day of charges 
and countercharges. The fight has never 
been more bitter than tonight. Senator 
Hanna received 73 votes today, a majority 
of one over all in a total memo of 145. 
The Senate votes 19 for McKisson and 17 
for Hanna. The House vote stood: Hanna, 
56; MeKisson, 49; Wiley, 1; Warner, 1; Lentz, 
1; and one absent. 

The only absentee was Representative 
Cramer, the Democratic Populist member 
from Paulding County, who is seriously 
sick. His physician stated tonight that he 
could not possibly be in his seat tomorrow. 
After the vote was recorded today in each 
branch of the Legislature separately, a ma- 
jority of a quorum of those present is all 
that is nécessary in the joint balloting to- 
morrow, so that the serious illness of Rep 
resentative Cramer may become an ‘m- 
portant factor. 

The scattering vote today for Lentz, Wiley, 
and Warner was cast by Representatives 
Wiley, Hazlett, and Hess, all Democrats. 
If Cramer had been present and all other 
Democrats in line, McKisson's vote in the 
House would have been 63, or still three 
short of a majority in that branch of the 
Legislature. With Hanna having a ma- 
jority of three in the House, McKisson hav- 
ing a majority of two in the Senate, the 
chair will announce tomorrow that there 
was no election today and that a joint ballot 
will be in order. As soon as the two bodies 
meet in joint convention at noon tomorrow 
their respective journals of today will be 
read, and the Lieutenant Governor will 
make the usual official declaration. 

If all the Senators and Representatives 
are recorded on the joint ballot tomorrow 
as they were recorded today on their re- 
spective ballots Senator Hanna will have a 
majority of only one over all. 

The seven Republicans who refused to 
vote for Senator Hanna have since signed 
statements that burn their bridges behind 
them, Senator Burke, Representatives 
Scott, Mason, Jones, and Rutan say they 
will vote for Hanna if the Otis charges are 
proven to be untrue. Representatives Otis 
and Bramley, however, simply signed a 
codicil to the statement of the other five in 
which they concur in asking for an investi- 
gation, but they state that they will not 
vote for Senator Hanna under any circum- 
stances. 

While the bureaus of claims and charges 
are in full operation on both sides tonight, as 
usual, there are also reports about the 
bribery charges being presented to the grand 


| jury of Hamilton County and that of Frank- 


lin County. The grand jurors are in session 
in both of these counties, and there are 
current reports tonight of efforts to secure 
indictments before tomorrow noon.

ALARM OVER BRITISH TRADE. 


Professor Bryce Tells How American 
Competition Is Hurting Manu- 
facturing in England. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.)

World.]—Professor Bryce, Radical member 
of Parliament for South Aberdeen, in an ad- 
dress at Wolverhampton last evening dwelt 
on the injury inflicted on British trade by 
foreign, especially American, competition. 
Referring to the decrease in British exports 
in the last quarter he said: | 

„ou will rember that the new protective 
tariff cf the United States stimulated our 
exports for a time, and that the warehouses 
for fifty miles around Boston were crowded 
with our goods during the last two years. 

„ am an alarmist about British trade. 
While other countries are gaining ground, we 
have to consider whether we are doing every- 
thing we could to maintain our trade. 

“The Germans are making great ad- 
vances in British India in goods manufact- 
ured largely in Lancashire. In other trades, 
also, other, countries are becoming formid- 
able competitors. I have heard of large 
orders going to America for electrical plants, 
I look to a development of electrical work 
in England and in Canada. It is astonishing 
to see how extensively electricity is em- 
ployed. 

„ heard the other day of a large order 
being placed for steel pipes in the United 
States at 30 per cent less than it could be 
taken in this country. That seems an ex- 
treordinary figure.

LOOK INTO KESTNER’S DEATH. 


Police and Coroner Anxious to Know 
How the Canalport Avenues Pris- 
oner Received His Wounds. 


The Canalport Avenue. police are investi- 
gating the death of John Kestner, 40 years 
old, who was found dead in a cell wt that 
station yesterday. Deputy Coroner Weck- 
ler continued the inquest until Friday. 

Kestner died from two fractures of the 
skull, but whether he received these frac- 
tures before or after being locked up is what 


the Coroner is anxious to learn. According 


to the police, Kestner climbed to the third 
story of 26 West Seventeenth street on Mon- 
day night and begged for something to eat 
of Mrs. E. Witte, wife of a news agent. It 
was refused, and Kestner started to go 
when he fell head foremost down a flight of 
stairs to the second story. Here he went to 
sleep. Later Kestner was able to walk to 
a patrol box half a block away. 

If the man’s skull had been fractured in 
two placés at the time, the Deputy Coroner 
says, he would have been unconscious. 
Kestner was locked up, and later the police 
reported he had probably died from alcohol- 
ism. Dr. Noel held a post-mortem exam- 
ination, and_ discovered one skull fracture 
seven inches long and another three inches. 

Lieutenant Rehm declared that Kestner 
received the injuries outside the station, ang 
before the police took him into custody. 

Lieutenant John Egan of the Englewood 
Police Station appeared to defend himself 
yesterday before the Trial board on charges 
of a gerious character. Because ot the fact 
that the board did not sit the hearing of the 
charges was continued for one week. 

Joseph Piotrowski, brother of sistant 
City Prosecutor N. L. Piotrowski, has filed 
a complaint with Chief of Police Kipley in 
which he charges Egan with kicking, beat- 
ing,. stabbing, and otherwise abusing him 
and with being intoxicated while wearing 
the uniform of a policeman.

Former Baseball Players Who Are Now 
Ineligible Prepare to Form a Strong 
Aggregation—Outdoor Work con- 
tinues on Marshall Field—Wrest- 
ling and Fencing Added to the 
Events in the Gymnastic Tourna- 
ment—Track Athletes Practice.

There is a movement on foot to form a 
baseball team of those men in the city who 
have been members at one time or another of 
the baseball teams of the University of Chi- 
cago. The team, if it is formed—and there 
seem to be excellent chances of its being 
formed—will arrange dates with the ama- 
teur teams of Chicago and vicinity and play 
a series with the varsity. 

J. g. Brown, a former flelder and pitcher 
on the varsity team, is pushing the matter 
and has already received the promise of some 
of the veterans, who for one reason or an- 


other cannot wear the maroon, to play on the 


new team. There are enough of Chicago's 
old players in the city to make a crack team, 
and they will give excellent practice to the 
varsity. The amateur standing of the grad- 
uates will be maintained and no part of the 
gate receipts will find their way into the 
pockets of the athletes beyond the sum re- 
quired to cover expenses incurred in travei- 
ing. 

* who caught for the varsity for two 
years, and who of recent years has some- 
times been found behind the bat for the 
Oak Parks, will probably play his old posi- 
tion with the graduate team. Jones is still 
in the university, but is barred from play'ng 
on the varsity because he has already 
played two years as a gruduate student. 

Nichols, who is at present instructor of 
English at Morgan Park Academy, is said 
to be considering favorably a proposition 
to pitch for the new aggregation. Abells 
will cover first, as he did four years for the 
varsity, and Adkinson may be found on 
second, Winston, when he is in the city, 
will be at third. Brown will change occa- 
sionally’ with Nichols as pitcher and at 
other times will journey about in left field 
looking for stray flies. Gale is a possibility 
for another of the vacancies‘in the field, 
leaving shortstop and one place in the outer 
garden yet to provide for. 

It will be impossible for the team to do 
much in the way of practice, but they are 
all such old hands at the business that little 
will be needed along this line. It will play 
all during the spring and summer, and will 
usually be found ready when Stagg thinks 
his team needs a little actual practice. In 
fact, one of the principal motives in getting 
up the team was for the purpose of giving 
practice to the varsity, and it will do the 
young players a host of good to meet an 
aggregation composed of players who have 
made baseball at the university what it is. 
It is not unlikely that one or two old col- 
lege playeis outside of those who have 
played for Chicago will be taken on the 
team if a strong team cannot be made with- 
out them. 


Wrestling and fencing have been added 
to the list of events for the intercollegiate 
gymnastic contest scheduled for this city 
the latter part of next month. Itis thought 
this addition will add greatly to the interest 
in the contest and give encouragement to 
two forms of sport that at present receive 
little attention among the Western colleges, 

Active preparatiqns are going on at the 
various colleges that have entered teams for 
the contest, and it is not unlikely the intense 
rivalry will cause some of the gymnasts to 
outdo themselves in their twistings and con- 
tortions. The colleges that will take part 
are Chicago, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and. Northwestern. 

The place for the contest has not been ar- 
ranged, and it is still a question between 
the Auditorium, Central Music Hall, and 
the varsity gymnasium. The committee, 
with A. A. Stagg as chairman, that was ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the University 
of Chicago Board of Athletic Control will de- 
cide upon the place in a few days and make 
final arrangements for the first: attempt of 
the. kind.in the West. ; 

Out at the Midway Gymnasium Instructor 
Butterworth, who has in charge the training 
of the gymnasts who will wear the maroon 
in the contest, has been working all day to 
bring those under his charge to perfection, 
and has lain awake of nights to devise new 
forms of exercise. He has to work under a 
disadvantage, for the reason that those who 
had been the best gymnasts in the university 
have left school, making it necessary to 
develop new men from raw material. He 
has done well so far, but has much yet to do 
before he can feel satisfied that Chicago's 
chances of winning the prize banner are as 
good hs they should be. 

Linglebach, Polkey, and Pettett are the 
best of the gymnasts now in training and 
will be entered in all the events. Rogers, 
Hammeker, Darnby, and Newbegin have 
shown proficiency in some of the events and 
will be entered in special contests. Lingle- 
bach and Flanders will represant the var- 
sity with the raplers, an exercise in which 
the former is said to be first-class, although 
somewhat out of practice. Flanders is the 
next best of the fencers of the institution, 
having taken lessons from Hellems, an in- 
structor in Latin, who won a place in the 
fencing contest at the Olympic games. 

The wrestlers have not yet started to work. 
Mortimer and Cavanagh of the football teem 
and Oeschger, a burly divinity student, will 
enter for the heavyweight event, Gardner, 
Garrey, and Clarke for the middleweight, 
with lightweights yet to be heard from. 

Stagg has taken advantage of the recent 
mildness of the weather to get in as much 
outdoor practice for his baseball and track 
men as possible. Every afternoon ilies may 
be seen skimming the skies over Marshall 
Field, with eager flelders below them trying 
to judge of their direction. Between times 
the busy coech sends his track candidates 
out for a cross country run or practices his 
hurdler@ on the cinder walk south of the 
botany building. 3 

Every man who expresses a desire is given 
a chance for either team, and all the time 
the wary eyes of Coach Stagg and Captain 
Sawyer are on the outlook for a pitcher. 
Gardner, Allen, Clarke, Cleveland; Merri- 
field, Vernon, Blackburn, and Smith, a 
freshman with a good record from Morgan 
Park Academy, are all listed until they show 
what is in tnem. 

Track Captain Calhoun has not shown up 
at the gymnasium to get a line on the track 
candidates and all the work of training them 
has devolved upon Stagg. The new men 
who have reported this year are a more 
promising lot than last year and Stagg is 
trying all of them for every event. He lets 
the candidate say what event ‘he prefers 
and excells in, but the coach is not satisfied 
until: he has put them through their paces 
in all the events. Yesterday he had them all 
try the walk and today they may all be re- 
quired to try their speed and spring in the

among the new track men. Stagg is sure 
he has one in Leake, the old Englewood man, 
who shows proficiency in a number of events.

Veteran Trainer Suggests 
Plans for L. A. W. Action. 


FOR THE PROFESSIONALS. 


Asks for a Rule Requiring Adil 
Riders to Register, 


FUNDS FOR RACING BOARD. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[{Special.}—Tom Eck, 
the veteran trainer, today drew up articles 
to be presented to the national assembly of 
the League of American Wheelmen at St. 
Louis at the meeting next month. Mr. Con- 
nolly of Illinois, who presented the name 
of Isaac B. Potter so ably to the assembly 
last year for election as President, will 
bring the suggestion of Mr. Eck before the 
assembly. 

While on the trip of the special train along 
the extension of the nationel circuit Mr. 
Eck was delegated by the racing men to 
bring their views before the assembly in 
proper form.. No amendments will be pre- 
sented as such, but the suggestion will be 
made to the Racing board that such rules 
be made, the assembly being asked to openly 
discuss the various weighty matters in- 
volved. 

The most important of the suggestions 
embodies the registration of the racing men, 
both amateur and professional, as provid- 
ing a means for the proper support of the 
Racing board. It is provided that the chair- 
man shall receive 40 per cent of the receipts 
from this registration, and that the re- 
maining 60 per cent be divided between the 
seven other members of the board: The ad- 
mission of the professionals to the league 
is one of the articles embodied with this 
suggestion. Each professional is to be 
taxed $3 and each amateur $2. This in- 
cludes the mémbership fees, all of which 
goes to the Racing board. 

It is estimated that 4,000 amateurs and 
half as many professionals will be regis- 
tered, thus providing a fund of $16,000. The 
chairman receives $5,600 of this amount, the 
seven members of the board dividing the 
$8,400 remajning. The chairman and five 
other men, with two representatives se- 
lected by the racing men, are to compose 
the board. The money received from sanc- 
tions, fines, and other sources, it is pro- 
vided, will pay the expenses of conducting 
the affairs of the board. Provision is asked 
for the admission of professionals as ref- 
erees, amateurs only being provided for at 
present. 

The limitation of the pacemaking to trip- 
lets and quadruplets is asked. The neces- 
sity of a rule compelling riders to enter a 
meet on the date of the closing of the en- 
tries or of entering not at all is asked in all 
fairness to those riders who enter in time. 

The enforcement of the rule regarding the 
advertising of contestants before their en- 
tries have been received is still another re- 
quest. It is also stipulated that profession- 
als shall be eligible to official positions at a 
meet. 

Regarding the national championships of 
the League of American Wheelmen, which 
are annually made farcical by the entries 
of numerous riders who have no chance in 
the contests, it Is asked that the entries be 
limited to men who have a record of 2:10 or 
better to the mile in competition. 

The abolition of the clause which compels 
the timers in record-breaking contests to 
make sworn affidavits to the times taken is 
also requested, owing to the unfairness of 
compelling prominent men of unimpeach- 
able reputation to hold up their hands and 
swear to times taken. It is requested that 
this rule be so changed that the oath of the 
official representative of the racing board 
shall be sufficient. 

The pacemaking problem is gone into at 
length, and it is suggested that the rule re- 
garding qualifying riders for pacemaking 
be abolished, and that heats be unpaced and 
without time limit, each rider being com- 
pelled to take the front once in the contest 
and share in the pace in se doing. 


Abolition of the distance clause in middle | 


and long distance contests, the cutting out 
of the lap races as uninteresting, a system 
of scoring for best two in three contests 
where there are three competitors that all 
may understand, and the payment of ex- 
penses of amateurs by their clubs are also 
asked. Interest in the sport is predicted 
should clubs be allowed to pay the expenses 
of their men. 

It is also asked that special sanctions be 
issued generally when requested for flying 
starts in short races as adding interest to 
these contests. 

Racing men generally who glanced over 
these suggestions today spoke most favor- 
ably of one and all of them, the only discus- 
sion being over the rule of limitation of pace- 
making to triplets and quadruplets in the 
middle distance races. g

REDEZMING GREENBACKS IN GOLD 
COSTS THE GOVERNMENT NOTHING. 
One of the assertions made iucessantly 

by those who wish to deform the currency 
system by retiring the greenbacks is that 
it costs the government a great and danger- 
ous sum to keep them in circulation, and 
therefore the greenbacks should be with- 
drawn and abolished, and furnishing cur- 
rency should therefore be turned over to the 
banks. 

When those people are asked fer evidence 
on that point they state that 4 per cent 
bonds to the amount of 268 millions of dol- 
lars weie sold during Cleveland’s adminuis- 
tration to get gold with which to redeent | 
the legal tender notes.

THE REVENUE QUESTION. 

Whatever work is done in the Legislature 
this week will relate ulmost exclusively to 
the revenue question. Both the Senate and 
the House are considering it, though pur- 
suing somewhat different lines. ‘There is 
reason to believe, however, that when each 

has completed its bilt the differences be- 
tween them can be compromised away. 

It is certain that Chicago will be given 
a better system of assessment, though the 
new system may not be in all its details 
what the Chicago committee asked for. 
The Cook County township assessors will 
be replaced by a board of three assessors 
to be chosen by the popular vote. Since 
they are to make assessments for the en- 
tire county they will probably be chosen 
at the fall instead of the spring elections. 

There is to be a Board of Review for this 
county, but nothing is settled as to its 
composition. The Chicago proposition that 
it be composed of the County Judge, Coun- 
ty Treasurer, and City Controller seems 
to be unpopular at Springfield. The 
project to compose it of the County Treas- 
urer and Clerk and chairman of the Coun- 
ty board does not seem to meet with much 
favor. 

The bill which has just been prepared for 
the Senate Revenue committee gives the 
county a Board of Review ot three men, the 
County and Probate Judges and chairman 
of the County board each to nominate 
one. But there will be a demand that the 
board be made elective, though there is 
some reason to believe better men can be 
secured in some other way.

These revenue deficits did not stop when 
Cleveland went out of office last March. 
They have gone right along, and would 
have been much greater than they were 
but for the heavy anticipatory imports ot 
last spring, and the repayment of advances 
made by the government on account of the 
Union Pacific road. 

These are the facts. Then why does any 
one allege that the 263 millions of bonds 
have been expended in redeeming the green- 
backs in gold? 

Secretary John Sherman sold 95% millions 
of “coin” bonds in 1878 for gold. He put 
that sum of gold into a greenback redemp- 
tion fund. All that gold is still in the 
Treasury, plus what is left of the proceeds 
of the bonds sold by Cleveland—that fs, the 
amount which has not been consumed in 
making good revenue deficits under the 
Cleveland and McKinley administrations. 

The whole trouble has been caused by 
lack of revenue. Suppose the revenues had 
covered the expenses from March 4, 1893, 
to date, and that Cleveland, scared by the 


eurreney panic of 1803, had sold 263 mil- 


lions of 4 per cent coin bonds for 263 mil- 
lions of gold, pius 30 millions of premium, 
making 298 millions in gold, then there 
would have been in the Treasury to the 
credit of the greenback. redemption fund 
when McKinley was inaugurated:

The difference between this vast sum and 
what is in the Treasury now to the credit 
of the redemption fund represents the

filling the gap caused by the deficiency of 
revenue. 

So, broadly speaking none of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds were applied in redeem- 
ing the greenbacks in such a way as to in- 
volve any loss on account of them. For 
all the gold received from the sale of bonds 
stands in the Treasury books in this way:

The cash balance in the Treasury now— 
including what was recovered from the 
Union Pacific road—over and above the 
100 million gold reserve fund, is 135 mil- 
lions, but. how long it will be before an ex- 
travagant Congress and inadequate ter- 
enues have devoured that surplus no one 
can tell. 

Had there been an adequate revenue 
during Cleveland's administration nobody 


would have had the boldness to contend ‘

and Senate are apart thus far. That is 
concerning the basis of assessment for tax- 
ation. The latter seems to be willing to ac- 
cept the Chicago plan of entering in one 
column the fair cash value of property 
and in another column one-fifth of that 
value on which taxes not to exceed 5 per 
cent are to be extended.

The revenue bill originally introduced 
by Senator Berry abdlished all township 
assessors, and substituted one county as- 
sessor. That bill would have abolished 
thousands of offices, and therefore met 
with immediate opposition. Hence the 
township assessors are to be allowed to 
remain in counties which have less than 
200,000 inhabitants. That hits at every 
county But Cook. 

In the Senate as in the House there seems 
to be a determination to tax credits—liens 
on property which is assessed and pays 
taxes—<and'te provide all sorts of pains and 
penalties to sec#ré the owners of those 
liens into returning them to the assessor 
in order that the property on which there 
are liens may bear double taxation. 

Some of the members seem to believe that 
there is a great deal of intangible personal 
property in this city, and that they or their 
constituents will be benefited if that prop- 
erty is made to pay taxes. But, as Tus 
Trisune has explained, taxing credits 
raises the interest rates, and that will] not 
benefit ‘those members politically, for it

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ENGLAND IN THE ORIENT. 

Speculation has been ac‘ive, both in Eng- 
land and this country, for some days past 
in anticipation of the promised speech of 
the Rt.-Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord 
of the Treasury and government leader of 
the British House of Commons, before his 
constituents at Manchester on Monday 
evening. It was anticipated that he would 
avail himself of the occasion to submit some 
clear and definite indication of the po'icy 
the government is likely to adopt with ref- 
erence to the Chinese question, and interest 
centered around the event on this account. 

So far as any distinct enunciation of gov- 
ernment policy in this direction is concerned 
—judged by the cable reports—the speech 
appears to have been a distinct disappoint- 
ment. The telegraph informs us that he 
confined himself to generalities.” After 
criticising the failure of the “ cOncert of 
Europe to restore order in Crete and 


eu-ogizing the bravery of the British troops 


in the recent campaign on the Indo-Afghan 
border, which he pronounced more diffi- 
cult than the Afghan war of 1879”"—a 
rather startling confession of the formida- 
ble character of the campaign just closing— 
he turned to the discussion of the Chinese 
situation. On this point he claimed that 
the interests of Great Britain in China 
were purely commercial and not territorial. 
In other words, it was intimated that Eng- 
land would take no steps in the seizure of 
territory unless compelled to do so in order 
to secure a base for operations in case the 
necessity of war was forced uponit. From 
the general tenor of the speech it would 
scom that England begins to realize that 
expansion of territory inyolves heavy re- 
sponsibilities in the matter of men and 
money required for its protection. 

There was an evident purpose on the part 
of Mr. Balfour to create the impression 
that, while in its attitude in reference to 


Chinese affairs England does not intend to 


permit any restrictions upon its own trade, 
it means to stand for the equal rights of all 
nations which do not oppose any barriers 
to its Own interestein that country. While 
the rival claims of Russid were treated in 
a gingerly fashion, with a disavowal of any 
purpose to prevent that country from secur- 
ing an ice-free port on the Pacific, it was 
distinetly intimated that Great Britain 
must not be excluded by such an arrange 
ment, nor would that government consent 
to any “ attempt to dot the coast of China 
with fordign stations by t coun- 
tries who would raise customs or other bar- 
Heis to our trade.” : ,

BOARD OF EDUCATION ESTIMATES, 

Under the law the school tax for educa- 
tional purposes—for pay of teachers, jani- 
tors, ete., as distinguished from the pur- 
chase of sites and erection of buildings 
must not exceed 2 per cent on the assessed 
valuation. As the Chicago valuation is 
about 232 millions, the amount which can 
be raised by taxation “ for educational pur- 
poses in this city is $4,640,000, N 

The estimates of the Board of Education 
for salaries of teachers, janitors, and en- 
gineers, fuel, special studies, loss, and cost 
of collection, etc., foot up $6,479,000. The 
receipts from the State and leased proper- 
ty will be about $750,000, leaving $5,729,- 
000 to be obtained elsewhere. 


The authorized tax levy will supply $4. : 
640,000, leaving $1,080,000 which will have 


to come from some other quarter. It 16 
stated that the board hopes that under a 


new revenue law the assessment will be | 


increased so much that a 2 per cent tax 
will raise all the money needed for eduea- 
tional purposes. 

Perhaps that will be the case. But 
whatever revenue law the Legislature may 
enact at the present session will not give 
the Board of Education any more money 
to expend this year—will not make good 
that difference of a million between what 
the board wonld like to spend and the 
amount that can be raised under existing’ 
laws.

The Champagne Miracle. 

It appears from the evidence of the cus- 
tom-houses that the importation of cham- 
pagne last year amounted to only 219,000 
cases. This would represent an average 
consumption of about 600 cases a day, and 
would indicate that the whole supply was 
taken by the tenderloin district of New 
York, 

But this could not be without producing 
a great drought elsewhere. Chicago and San 
Francisco also drink champagne, or think 
they do, which is probably the same thing. 
Denver and Deadwood and Leadville are 
large consumers. Champagne is an essen- 
tial feature of racing. It is even drank in 
Boston and Philadelphia. 

While the importation probably does not 
exceed 200,000 cases, the consumption of 
champagne in this country cannot be less 
than 1,000,000 cases per annum, and the 
question naturally arises, By what miracle 
are ‘the drinkers of champagne supplied and 
satisfied? Where does the champagne come 
from that is not imported? And what.do the 
people really drink who think they are drink- 
ing champagne at the race tracks, or in 
Leadville—or, perchance, in New York?—

ATTRACTS EYE OF MONOPOLY. 


Schemes to Procure the Golden Fruit 
of the Klondike Are Numerous 


in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Schemes to secure the golden fruit of the 
Klondike are cropping up on every hand in 
Congress, and it will require careful watch- 
ing to see that some enterprising com- 
pany does not secure by legislative 
enactment such a foothold in Alaska as will 
enable it to dictate terms to the gold miners. 
Dozens of bills have been introduced pro- 
viding for various wharf privileges, railroad 
rights of way, and similar gifte of the public 
domain by Congress. The last of these is a 
singular measure by Mr. Tongue of Oregon, 
whicli recites in the preamble that: There 
is much want of provisions and supplies in 
the interior of Alaska, and thousands of peo- 
ple contemplate going over the path with 
large outfits,” and also that it is important 
to have the said road completed in the early 
winter to insure its benefit to the public, and 
arrangements have been made whereby the 
Canadian government will assist in com- 
pleting said road from their side to the 
boundary line.“ 

This reads as if the measure were one in- 
tended to facilitate the sending of supplies 
to the starving miners, but it,gives the pro- 
posed company a right of way through the 
public lands of the United States, 100 feet 
wide, from Skaguay over the White Pass, to 
the Canadian boundary, and also right to 
earth, stone, and timber from adjacent 
lands, together with space for station build- 
ings, depots, and sidetracks, amounting to 
twenty acres for each station, which may 
occur every ten miles. 

After the tramway had been put in opera- 
tion through the intricacies of the White 
Pass, the hardy miner would have a difficult 
time of it getting himself and his gold out 
from the Klondike to tide water without 
contributing a large per cent of his winter’s 
diggings to the company. This bill is only 


one of many which have been offered, some 


of them proposing to grant the whole water 
front of Skaguay or Dyea, while others have 
been so loosely drawn as to create the im- 
pression that they dispose of large sections 
of the British dominion. 

Congress is disposed to do all in its power 
to aid the miners, but some of the North- 
western men express the opinion that if great 
careis not exercised some ingenious company 
will own pretty much all there is on the 
American side of the line unless all legisla- 
tion on this subject is scrutinized with the 
utmost care.

SLOW MARKETS IN STREET PRODUCE 


Light Demand and Fairly Good. Sup- 
ply of Staples. 


Handlers of farm produce complain of a slack 
demand for anything except the more important 
staples, and even in these not enough of a move- 
ment to make a fairly active market. The pre- 
vailing mild ‘weather is operating against the 
interests of that portion of the trade handling 
poultry and game, reducing both its keeping qual- 
ities and the demand. While easy. prices are not 
quotably lower, receipts being held back to pre- 
vent anything like a glut. 

Dairy products are not going as rapidly as the 
trade would like to see them. though the demand 
for strictly fresh eggs is rather greater than the 
supply, and keeps this end of the market up. But 
strictly fresh eggs are an inconsequential pro- 
portion of the entire receipts. 

Potatoes are going to peddlers in rather larger 
quantities, but the big end of the city trade is 
Well supplied, and is not taking much. Receipts 
were light, and the outside trade improved suf- 
ficiently to justify an advance of lc,

Canal to Have the Largest 
Structure in the World. 


FOR CAMPBELL AVENUE. 


Plans Call for Swing Design at 


a Cost of $225, 000. 8 


‘CLEVELAND FIRM TO BUILD. 


The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age board yesterday solved the problem of 
the awarding of the eight-track bridge at 
Campbell avenue by adopting the plan of 
the board’s engineering department and 
recommending to the board the acceptance 
of the bid of the King Bridge company of 
Cleveland, O., at $225,000. The substructure 
will be awarded to Lyden & Drews at their 
bid of $93,000. The board will meet this aft- 
ernoon to formally make the awards. 

The bridge will be the largest swing struct- 
ure in the world. It will be 410 feet long by 
116 fect wide. The weight will be 3,791 tons. 
The central pier will be 80 feet in diameter, 
with protecting walls 120 feet in diameter. 
The channel on either side of the pier will be 
124 feet in the clear. 

The bridge will be operated by the same 
method as the city bridges, an overhead en- 
gine-house in the center. 

The bridge is built for the crossing of the 
Pennsylvania railway with four tracks, the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific with two 
tracks, and the Union Stock-Yards and 
Transit company with two tracks. The next 
largest swing bridge in the world is that of 
the New York Central railway over the Har- 
lem River, with four tracks, which was 
bullt by the King Bridge company. 


PUT ON TRIAL FOR GAMBLING. 


Judge Waterman Takes Up the Indict- 
ments Returned Last Month— 
Refuses Continuances.

“TI will say to you that every case against 
every man charged with gambling will be 
tried, said State's Attorney Deneen. “If

Attorney Stubblefield and ex- Assistant 
State’s Attorney Ramsay were engaged by 
the defendants, and the first case called for 
trial was that against John Johnson and 
Alonzo Bryan, indicted for keeping a gaming- 
house at 311 Clark street. 

Ex-Policeman Samuel Worthington and 
Frank P. McMahon were the only witnesses 
examined. The evidence failed to connect 
Johnson definitely with the proprietorship of 
the place, but was stronger against Bryan.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Reports from Cincinnati indicate that the change 
in the local board. limiting the number of agencies 
to three for each company, will go into effect on 
Thursday. The greatest opposition to the plan 
is om the part of managers of underwriter com- 
pacts. It was agreed by the committee in charge 
of the revision of the constitution that the 
New York Underwriters’ and the Hartford should 
be allowed three agents each. The rival under- 
writer compacts demanded the same privilege, but 
the board has ruled that there is a mhterial dif- 
ference between the New York Underwriters’ and 
the other combinations made up of two or more 
companies issuing a joint policy. Under the 
present agreement, which will probably be rati- 
fied on Thursday, the limit of three agents for each 
company will be strictly enforced. 
Fourteen of the companies operating in the city 
will be compelled to revise their list of agencies 
and the Chicago managers are preparing to ful- 
fill the requirements of the new rule. The com-
